Crop That Now Is the Farmer's Greatest Gamble to Have Stan- 


dard Grades and Market Quotations be Possible—Gov- 


ernment Takes Long Step Forward. 


Tobacco is one crop which must-be marketed on a gamble. 


In an investigation by the -Gazette of the conditions here m Wis- 
consin and elsewhere this year the situation was found to be tne 
same. Marketing was either by auction as in the burlay dis- 
tricts of Kentucky or by private.field sale generally as in Eow 
and other counties here in Wisconsin. The-same difficulties are 
found in Ohio, Pennsylvania and Connecticut. It is the same 
gamble with the farmer generally holding th^j?oorestjiaiid. 
The Gazette has made a rather 
wide investigation and has 
found no/real possibility of re- 
lief from the growers organi- 
zations or the fanners co-oper- 
ating. -Eventually the last buy- 
er dictates the price. 


Relief.in Sight.

lief in sight now .and it comes 
throuffU the grading and standard- 
izing of tobacco just as wheat and 
other grains arc standardized and

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—To make two trees 


grow where one grew before Is in general the 
aim of the United States Forest Service;1 but that 
branch 
of it known as the Forest Products 


Laboratory, at Madison, -Wisconsin, has demon- 
strated the possibility of doubling the wood sup- 
ply in effect in another way—by making one tree 
do the work, or furnish the amount of material, 
that two trees did before. 


The Forest Products Laboratory was started as 


a branch ot tha Forest Sen-ice working cooper- 
atively with the University of Wisconsin in 1910, 
with about SO employees. 
The number of em- 


ployees was subsequently increased to about 500,- 
but duo to the small appropriations given the 
laboratory and the rise in salaries and all other 
costs, it now has little more 'than half that num- 
ber of .'employees. 
Industrial 
concerns 
have 


learned the value of its work, and are applying to 
it in considerable numbers for aid, but most of 
those reciucsls must be-refused. No less than 1CS 
such specific requests for assistance from 'busi- 
ness concerns have been received in the last eight 
months. Most of them- have necessarily been re- 
fused. 
Nearly all of the business, concerns were 


willing to pay for the services they requested, but 
even so It was Impossible to render them because 
there .were not facilities .enough available.

And this inability to meet the specific requests 


of business is a small part of the difficulty. 
I\.e 


search work which could ultimately save the 
country millions of dollars has. been stopped for 
lack of funds. 
In this situation the Forest 


Products Laboratory' appeals to Congress and to 
the country for better support, and offers facts and 
figures to prove that it in worth it. 


.Its case Is worth considering because It Is 


typical. 
Many other constructive governmental 


activities, which pay a large dividend in actual 
increased 
production of 
industry, 
are being 


starved out just as the Forest Products Labora- 
tory Is, while enormous amounts are asked for 
Army and Navy support, for the enforcement of 
prohibition, and for other non-constructive activi- 
ties. 


It is not meant to Imply that there are r.ot 


needed. But appropriations of this sort, and those" 
by which the Congressman hopes jto bring money, 
into his own section, such as river and harbor ap- 
propriations, seem to prss with lltt'.e 'criticism, 
while the much smaller needs of the Government 
for constructive scientific work are attacked as 
ranlc extravagance. 


Thus the Forest Products Laboratory, during 


the entire ten-year period of its existence, has 
cost the nation but two million dollars. It claims 
to have repaid this many times over by creating 
new taxable values. 
For example, the claims 


actually paid by the railroads for loss and dam- 
age to goods in transit amounts 'to $100,000,000 
annually. The Forests Products Laboratory found 
that a large- part of this loss was due simply to a 
wrong method of nailing covers on boxes. 
An 


improved method of naillnff has been worked out 
by the laboratory and adopted by "the National 
Association of Box Manufacturers and throUKh 
them by many companies and shippers. 
It Is 


pointed out that if this method rcsu'lfs In a saving 
of but one per cent, It-will be worth a million 
a year to the nation.
